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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 25-45 are drawn to a method of treating cardiovascular pathology. 

Group II, claims 46-48 are drawn to compounds/compositions of formula I. 

The inventions listed in Groups I to II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical feature for the following reasons: the special technical feature of Group I is a method of 
treating cardiovascular pathology, where method steps are not found in Group II. 

Species Election 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 
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compounds of formula I, and cerebrovascular pathologies.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: formula I represents a vast array of compounds with different 
structures, modes of action, effects, and methods of manufacture, while cerebrovascular 
pathologies are any pathology of the cerebrovascular system (to name a few: Intracranial 
hemorrhage/cerebral hemorrhage - Intra-axial hematoma - Anterior spinal artery syndrome - 
Binswanger's disease - Moyamoya disease). 

Applicant is cautioned that election of a formula I compounds or cerebrovascular 
pathologies which is not itself as elected specifically disclosed as filed may be considered New 
Matter. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR
